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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, claims t-25 were pending. Claims 12, 13, 24 and 25 are 
allowed. Claims 1 and 14-23 were rejected. Claims 2-! 1 were objected to as allowable if 
rewritten in independent from including all of the limitation of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject 
matter in claims 2-1 1 and for allowance of claims 12-13 and 24-25, 

Applicant has amended claims 2-11. Applicant has cancelled claims 1 and 14-23. 
Accordingly, claims 12-13 and 24-25 remain in the present application. 

In section 1 of the Office Action, the examiner stated that Applicant's arguments 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In section 3 of the Office Action, claims 1, 15 and 20 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by Das (5,496,795). Applicant respectfully asserts that 
claims 1,15 and 20 are allowable over Das. However, to expedite prosecution, applicant 
has cancelled claims I, 15 and 20, without prejudice to further prosecution. Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue the subject matter of claims 1,15 and 20 in a subsequent patent 
application- 

In section 5 of the Office Action^ claims 14, 16-19 and 21-23 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Das in view of Romanofsky (6,292,143). 
Applicant respectfully asserts that claims claims 14, 16-19 and 21-23 arc allowable over 
Das in view of Romanofsky. However, to expedite prosecution, applicant has cancelled 
claims claims 14, 16-19 and 21-23, without prejudice to further prosecution. Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue the subject matter of claims claims 14, 16-19 and 21-23 in a 
subsequent patent application. 
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In section 6 of the Office Action, claims 12-13 and 24-25 are allowed. Applicant 
thanks the examiner for allowing claims 1 2-1 3 and 24-25. 

In section 7 of the Office Action, claims 2-11 were objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim. The examiner indicated that claims 2-1 1 would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Applicant tlianks the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject 
matter in claims 2-11. Claim 2 has been rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of independent claim L Claims 3-11 have been amended to depend from 
amended independent claim 2* Accordingly, claims 2-11 should now be allowable. 
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For all the foregoing reasons, a notice of allowance of directed to claims 2-13 and 
24-25 is respectfully requested.
